Increase would raise total student 
union fee to $150 per year

The University Union Board of Directors is asking 
students to chip in and help cover the cost of inflation. 
A proposed $8 increase in student fees has been added 
to the spring student body election ballot by the Union 
Board. 

“Inflation and operating costs have caught up with 
us,” said Richard Schiffers, associate director for the 
Union. “The best example I can dig up is that minimum 
wage has gone up 35 percent in the last year.” 

The board voted unanimously Tuesday to place the 
requested increase on the spring ballot. 

The last Union fee increase was a $2 upgrade, 
passed in the spring of 1996. 

The 1996 increase raised Union fees to $71 per 
semester. 

According to figures compiled~by, the-Galifornia 
State Student Association, CSUS is now'tied at sixth 
with San Diego State University in student union fees 
among CSU schools. 

Schiffers said if the increase is not passed, the 
alternative will be a general decrease in services pro- 
vided by the Union. 

“I think the most obvious would be to cut back on 
our hours,” Schiffers said. “We would have to cut back 
on our building hours, our functions and operations.” 

_ Schiffers also said increased prices would be a 
possibility, 

Last spring students approved a stepped Associated 
Students Inc. fee increase that will cumulate to $16 per 
semester over a four year period. 

The $8 proposal must be approved by a majority 
vote in the April 21 and 22 student body elections.

ocial work students seek evaluation reform

Social work students are asking for an evaluation tool 
to let instructors know that a class has problems. well 
before the semester ends. 

“There are simple things that could be done to improve 
education, like a midterm faculty evaluation,” said gradu- 
ate student Andy Horita. 

University policy only requires one evaluation by 
students per semester, typically done during the last two 
weeks of class. Horita says that is too late, since students 


become apathetic and are less likely to evaluate a poorly 
performing instructor honestly. 

At a meeting Thursday between faculty and students, 
faculty member Robin Carter said some instructors have 
informal evaluations in their classes, but the department 
could not require that all faculty do so. 

Graduate student Scott Decker said, “I’m not worried 
about them. They have the corrective mechanism in 
place. It’s the ones that don’t that I’m worried about.” 

Carter said faculty need a supportive environment to 
get feedback, something that is outside of the university’ s 


Spring break travelers are prime prey for phony com

Students looking for spring break fun are prime prey 
for phony companies offering travel scams, according to 
a consumer alert released in January by the Federal Trade 
Commission and the American Society of Travel Agents. 

“Many of these companies tend to prey on college 
students going to sunny locations like Cancun or Fort 
Lauderdale,” said James Ashurst, ASTA communica- 


tions manager. “Often they will spend $10,000 to put out 
pamphlets, advertising low-priced travel packages, and by 
the time people realize they’ ve just been jilted, the compa- 
nies will have disappear 

Travelers should be especially wary of mailings advertis- 
ing bargain fares and phone solicitors offering one time 
travel opportunities, according to Ashurst. 

These companies often overbook flights or stick travelers 
in worse hotels than advertised. Travelers must read the fine 
print on contracts to assure rights to protest changes like 


these, according to the Consumer Alert Report. 

Many travel packages can be canceled only if there is a 
change of departure or return date or city, or a price increase 
of more than 10 percent, according to the Department of 
Transportation Public Charter Licensing Division rules. 

FTC and ASTA offer students the following tips for 
avoiding spring break scams: 

¢ Verify the travel company has filed with and been 
approved by the Department of Transportation Public Char- 
ter Licensing Division, (203) 366-2396.

The first act was choreographed by Goodrich, with one number 
by season company dancer Wanel Thomas-Jefferson. 

Most performances in the second act were choreographed by the 
dancers themselves and featured contemporary blues. 

“I wanted my principal dancers to have the opportunity to de- 
velop their own choreography,” adds Goodrich. 

Intensity best describes the performances. S/BAD company 
dancer, Nicole Manker, agrees that energy is involved in the 
entire show. 

“Auction Blues,” is a fine example of the passion in blues music. 
The song “No More Auction Block” by Street Sounds, is dispirited 
in the beginning. It later crescendos into a thunderous array of

The Sacramento State lacrosse team 
continued its domination in league play 
with a 5-3 victory over the Chico State 
Wildcats on Saturday. 

It wasn’t one of the Hornets’ best 
games, but they came away with an- 
other victory keeping, their unbeaten 
league record intact. 

The Hornets’ offense was sluggish 
from the start, not scoring until 
defenseman Steve Johnson banked one 
in with 1:15 left in the first quarter.

Arkansas killings demonstrate 
the urgent need for gun control 


(U-WIRE) AUSTIN, Texas — As 
if listening to a broken record, the 
nation heard CNN communicate the 
horror of the students of an Arkansas 
middle school cowering under a 
shower of rifle and handgun fire. Five 
people were killed. Two of the 
school’s students stand accused of 
this atrocity. No other industrialized 
country in the world endures such 
anarchy. The only solution for cur- 
tailing gun violence in America is a 
ban on handguns and strict regula- 





tions for the ownership of shotguns 
and rifles. 


According to The Economist of 
London, Americans are 70 times more 
likely to be killed with a gun than 
Britons. The primary culprit is the 
handgun, accounting for 60 percent 
of all homicides. Every 10 seconds a 
gun is made in America, and there are 
over 210 million in circulation, nearly 
one per person. Only in America can 
former Houston basketball player 
Vernon Maxwell whip out a handgun 


from his glove compartment in front 
of a Luby’s in Houston and omi- 
nously flail it at people with little 
legal consequence. Contrast this with 
Britain, where even crooks have 
trouble getting guns. In 70 percent of 
attempted “armed” robberies in Brit- 
ain, perpetrators either used atoy gun 
or a banana wrapped in a bag, says 
The Economist. 

Gun fanatics argue a ban on hand- 
guns and harsh regulatory rules for 
owning rifles violate the Second 
Amendment right to bear arms. In- 
variably, the uneducated paranoid 
woman who has a .38 disguised as a 
purse (they do exist) will try to erro- 
neously cite some court case. But 
according to the only Supreme Court 
case on the Second Amendment,

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1939’s United States vs. Miller; the 
Constitution guarantees no right to 
keep and bear guns unless it has “some 
reasonable relationship to the preser- 
vation or efficiency of a well-regu- 
lated militia.” 

In Miller, the defendants trans- 


_ ported a sawed-off shotgun across 
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state lines and unsuccessfully tried to 
claim that the federal act preventing 
such behavior was unconstitutional. 
Miller is still good law. 

The 11th Circuit Court of Appeals 
pointed out last July in United States 
vs. Wright that “not a single federal 
court since Miller has held that an 
individual has demonstrated a suffi- 
cient relationship between weapons 
possession or use and a ‘well-regu- 
lated militia’ so as to trigger Second 
Amendment protection.” 


The 9th Circuit said in 1995 in 
Hickman vs. Block that “it is clear 
that the Second Amendment guaran- 
tees a collective rather than an indi- 
vidual right” to bear arms. 

And in 1982, the 7th Circuit Court 
of Appeals stated in Quilici vs. Vil- 
lage of Morton Grove that “under 
controlling authority of Miller we 
conclude that the right to keep and 
bear handguns is not guaranteed by 
the Second Amendment.” Thus, the 
federal government has the power to 
ban handguns and strictly limit other 
guns. 

Even if the federal courts impetu- 
ously decided to ditch almost 60 years 
of precedent by stating that individu- 
als have a constitutional right to a 
gun, this prohibition would only ap- 
ply to the federal government’s at- 
tempts at prohibition, because the 
Second Amendment does not apply

to the states. A state or town can ban 
any gun they want. 

Sen. John Chafee, R-R.I., had a 
bill to ban all handguns which he 
tried to introduce a few years ago 
when the Democrats controlled the 
U.S. Senate. But Democratic leaders, 
who purport to be for gun control, 
refused to let the Senate vote on it. 
The sad fact is the kind of paranoid 
American who feels the need to carry 
a gun at all times is exactly the kind of 
person who shouldn’t get one. 

Suicides and accidents account for 
more than half of the 38,000 Ameri- 
cans who die of gunshot wounds 
yearly. Adults who allow kids to have 
easy access to guns must accept some 
blame for the five murders in Arkan- 
sas. If handguns were banned and 
rifles were strictly regulated, the trag- 
edy this week might not have oc- 
curred.

GIVE US THE FACTS 


In Friday’s lead article, “Crime 
bill heads to House floor,” you ad- 
dress the national initiative for im- 
proved campus security disclosures 
by colleges and universities. . 

Currently a federal law known as 
the Campus Security Act provides 
for the disclosure of basic crime sta- 
tistics and security policies by most 
public and private colleges across the 
country and it is the loopholes in this 
law that are currently being addressed 
by Congress. 

Many campus crimes simply aren’ t 
dealt with by campus police or secu- 
rity, they are instead referred to other 
campus Officials and are often se- 
cretly adjudicated in campus disci- 
plinary proceedings or by other meth- 
ods. Itis the provisions in the pending 
Accuracy in Campus Crime Report- 
ing Act (ACCRA) which open this up 


that the campus officials fought most 
strongly against, they want to keep 
these crimes their own private dirty 
little secret. 

The U.S. Department of Education 
has said that these incidents must be 
disclosed in the statistics, but the law 
itself does not say this yet and there is 
no way forany campus to verify if these 
incidents are being reported or not. 
ACCRA will correct both of these de- 
ficiencies by stating clearly that the 
incidents must be reported and that the 
hearings have to be open. 

Itis interesting that our opposition 
is quoted in your article as claiming 
that they want meaningful legisla- 


tion, and not “feel-good” measures 
when they themselves are fighting to 


derail the-most meaningful provi- 
sions of the legislation currently un- 
der consideration. 

While the provisions amended 
into the bill reauthorizing all federal 


student aid are a step in the right 
direction, and do in fact clarify that 
Statistics from “campus courts” must 
be disclosed, they will not solve the 
problem. 

Uninformed students can’t make 
the right decisions about what safety 
precautions they may choose to take 
and this problem is perpetuated by 
the federal confidentiality laws being 
abused by schools. 

In fact if it weren’t for abuse of 
these laws, I seri hely doubt that any 
federal laws dealing with campus 
security would have ever been neces- 
Sary. | 

As things stand\now, you have no 


way to know if the person sitting next 
to you in class is a petty thief, a hazer 


or even a serial rapist. This is wrong 
and must be changed.

“And so it goes,” says her 
caregiver, who adds, “It’s all down- 
hill from 16, for all of us.”
